Twenty-seven of Crew Lost In Storm 
Thflt Swept the Philippines. 


Washington, Oct. 3.—In a cablegi'am 
given out at the war department the 
governor-general 
of 
the 
Philippines 
gives the latest reports on the disas- 
trous fitOTni that swept those Islands 
September 2G. The dispatch says that 
27 men perished on the coast guard 
cutter Leyte. and that the reports of 
damage wrought by the storm are gen- 
erally 
discouraging. 
The 
governor- 
general cables that as ail the wires 
were down reportB have 
only been 
coming in for the last day or two. 
These reports, he says, are very dis- 
couraging. 
Crops are practically all 
destroyed, including cocoanuts, hemp 
and rice. 


The coast guard cutter Leyte was 
wrecked off Samar, and all on board 
were lost except nine members of the 
crew. She had a crew of 36. 


Rockefeller's Gift Paid In Czsh. 


New York, Oct. 3.—The $10,000.000 
gift of John D. Rockefeller to the Gen- 
eral Education Board, which Viras an- 
nounced last June, has been paid to 
the board by Mr. Rockefeller in cash. 
In his letter of last June Mr. Rocke- 
feller announced tbat this gift would 
be forthcoming on the 1st of October 
in cash or securities at his option and 
the cash was turned over to the board, 


Neversink Mountain Hotel Burned. 
Heading, Pa., Sept, 30,—The Nover- 
sink Mountain hotel, located on the 
summit of Neversink mountain, on tne 
outskirts of this city, was destroyed 
by fire. The building, a larg« four- 
story frame structure, was erected 12' 
years ago, at a cost of $100,000. How 
the fire originated is not definitely 
knovm. The hotel .was closed a month 
ago, and had been turned over to a 
watchman. There is an insurance pf 
140.000. 


Coal OperatoT 
S?.ys It Will 
Fc^ce 
Mines to Close If Enforced. 


Scranton, Pa., Oct. 3.—In an Inter- 
view a prominent coal operator de- 
clared that if the new child labor law, 
which goes into effect October 15, is 
enforced as strictly interpreted it will 
mean that half the mines will be fore 
ed to close down. 


The operators, he baid, are agree- 
able to the provision of the law which 
raises the age limit to 14 years fox 
outside work and 16 years for Inside 
work, but characterizes as drastic and 
Impracticable the 
clause which 
re- 
quires that no one under 21 years ol 
age will be permitted to work In oi 
around a mine who cannot pass an 
' educational test in the common Eng- 
lish branches, including mathematics 
up to and including fractions. 
It is 
contended that not more than two out 
of evory 10 boys under 21 emplQyed 
at collieries understand fractions, and 
a large percentage of them, being ol 
foreign birth 
or parentage, 
cannot 
write their own names in English. 


HENRY LEAR FOUND GUILTY 


Doylestown, Pa., Banker Convicted of 
MlBapplicatlon of Funds. 


Philadelphia, Oct, 2,—After deliber 
atlng for more than 24 hours, the jury 
in the case of Henry Lear, ex-presldent 
of the Doylestown National Bank, on 
trial for the third time in the United 
States court, returned 
a verdict of 
guilty on the count charging him with 
misapplying the funds of the institu- 
tion. This count was one of 150 against 
him. The first two related to a note for 
$10,000, and charged misappropriation. 
These were set aside in the light of 
Judge McPherson's charge. The third 
count is the one on which he was 
found guilty. All the rest are similar, 
each one representing an overdriift on 
the bank. 


Lear's attorneys Immediately moved 
for a new trial, and Judge Mcpherson 
increased 
the defendant's bail from 
$7500 to $10,000, He was given A rea- 
sonable time in which to enter se- 
curity pending the filing of reasons for 
a new trial by hlB attorneys and the 
Argument on the motion,

New York, Oct. 3. — Frederick E. 
Carlton, who was convicted of thre€ 
charges of bigamy and one of grand 
- larceny in Brooklyn, was sentenced tc 
an aggrcp-ate terra of 19 years in state 
prison. 
On the first Indictment, that 
of marrying Mary Gorman while his 
first wife was alive, sentence was sus- 
pended, For marrying Mary J. Smith 
while he had another wife living a 
sentence of five years was imposed, 
and for bigamy in marrying Lulu Ket 
tering, of Rochester, a sentence of foui 
years was given. On the charge oi 
grand larceny, in drugging and robbing 
Henry 
Schaub, a machinist in the 
United States navy. Carlton was sen- 
tenced to 10 years. 


Judge Aspinwall was most bitter in 
his 
denunciation 
of 
the 
prisoner's 
crimes, and said ho was 
convinced 
that the prisoner attempted 
murder 
when he tried to rob Schaub. Con- 
tinuing. Judge Asplnall said: 


"You ai'e at heart a villain, a mur- 
derer, a swindler and a thief, and I am 
sorry that I cannot send you to the 
electric chair. 
Just remember 
that 
your mother was a woman, but you 
played with the love of women, and 
when you were through with them you 
turned them out into tho world with 
their shame upon them. 
You are one 
of the most dangerous men in the 
country,"

Washington,

Roosevelt will go to New Orleans de- 
spite the yellow fever epidemic.

^ educational test in the common Eng­ 
lish branches, including mathematics 
up to and including fractions.

contended that not more than two out 
of every 10 boys under 21 emplQyed 
at collieries understand fractions, and 
a large percentage of them, being of 
foreign birth 
or parentage, 
cannot 
write their own names in English. 


HENRY LEAR FOUND GUILTY 


Doylestown, Pa., Banker Convicted of 
MlBapplication of Funds. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 2.—After deliber 
ating for more than 24 hours, the jury 
in the case of Henry Lear, ex-president 
of the Doylestown National Bank, on 
trial for the third time in the United 
States court, returned a verdict oi 
guilty on the count charging him with 
misapplying the funds of the institu* 
tlon, This count was one of 150 against 
him. The first two related to a note for 
$10,000, and charged misappropriation. 
These were set aside in tho light of 
Judge McPherson's charge. The third 
count is the one on which he waa 
found guilty.

The supernatural 
enters into 
them, 
but only as it enters into the every- 
day life of the people to Avhom -.vitches.

this sense most of the Esidmo tales 
are true tales taken from life, and 
show 
a 
great 
lack of 
imaginative 


power.

One of them tells

father, wiio cut olf her linger joints 
one after the other. 
From these joints 
originated the sea-mannnals, and the 
woman became their mistress.

CANDLE 
CURIOSITIES. 


Get for j-our experiments a large tal- 
low candle v;ith a thick Avick; this Avill 
give better results than the ordinary 
candle with a slender wick. Y^ou know 
that in tho dark spot in the middle o** 
a candle ñame there is no fire; that the 
spot consists of unbnrning gases. Ilei^ 
is a way for you to look right down 
into that space, an empty space A\'ith 
the flame surrounding it.

BUKNING THE CANDt.I5 SMOKE. 


it A\'ill spread, out beneath it, allowing 
you to look down the space in the mid- 
dle. 
The reason is-that the wire car- 
ries the heat a^vay so rapidly that the 
flame is put out. This principle is used 
in the miner's safety lamp. 


For your second experiment let the 
candle burn until the AVick is quite 
long. Jiaving placed it AVhere there is 
no draught. 
Now blow the candle ont, 
and a stream of smoke Avill rise from 
it. This smoke is the gas. the burning 
of Avhich makes the 
flame. 
To show 
that it is gas put a lighted match to it 
immediately after bloAVing out the can- 
dle. and it will ignite and run dOAvn 
and relight tho candle. 
The 
xnatch 
should be held about half an inch 
above the Avick, 


Again letting the candle burn until 
the wick is long, and quiclily blowing 
out the flame as before, hold the Avire 
gauze doAvn over the AVick so that the 
smolce will rise through the meshes. 
Apply a lighted match to the smoke 
half an inch above the gauze, and the 
gas of Avhich the smoke is composed 
vnu at once ignite, but the flame AA'ill 
not go below the gauze, for the reason 
that has already been given. 


Still experimenting with that dark 
spot in tiie middle of the candle flame, 
take a good match and thrust the head 
of it into the spot. If you do it quickly 
enough the match will not ignite as it 
enters the flame, and Avhen it gets into 
the dark spot the head will melt. 
It 
will not light because there is no air in 
the spot to make combustion. 


Now get a plate and bring it quickly 
down into the flame of the candle, and 
then raise it agaiJi, being very careful 
to keep it in a straight line, up and 
doAvn. You will find on the bottom of 
the plate a ring of spot, the centre be- 
ing clear, because that part of 
tho 
flame leaves aio deposit of soot. 
By 
using a lame plate and a sjnall candle 
you may make the outlines of a gro- 
tesque face Avith rings of soot, one for 
each ey«. and for noae and mouth, 
with a number of them crossed and 
entagled at the top for the hair over 
the iorehead.—Newïork livening Mail,

ESKIMO FOLK-LOR0. 


The most striking feature of Eskimo 
folk-lore is its thoroughly human char­ 
acter, says a writer in the Interna­ 
tional Quarterly. 
In a strict sense of 
the term the bulk of Eskimo tradition 
is not mythology, but hero-tales, whicli 
reflect Avith remarkable faithfulness 
the social condition and religious be­ 
liefs of the people. They treat of A'isits 
of fabulous tribes, of murder and re- 
A^enge, of mercy and recompense, of 
feats of shamanism and of witchcraft. 
The supernatural enters into them, 
but onlj" as it enters into the every­ 
day life of the people to AVhom witches, 
guardian spirits of shamans, giants 
and dAA'arfs are existing realities. 
In 
this sense most of the Eskimo tales 
aro true tales taken from life, and 
show a great lack of imaginative 
poAver, 
Seting aside this group of hero-tales 
there remain only a feAA*" entirely dis­ 
connected myths. 
One of them tells 
hoAA^ a Avoman -was mutilated by her 
father, Avho cut ol!f her linger joints 
one after tho other. From these joints 
originated the sea-mannnals, and the 
woman became their mistress. 
An­ 
other myth tells of the origin of sun 
and moon, Avho in the beginning AA^ere 
iuiman beings, a brother and a sibter, 
and AA^ho AA^ere taken up to the sky*

CANDLE CURIOSITIES. 
Get for 3*our oxrerimcnts a large tal- 
lOAv candle Avlth a thick Avick; this Avill 
give better results than the ordinary 
candle with a slender Avick. You know 
that in tho dark spot in the middle o^* 
a candle flame there is no fire; that the 
spot consists of unburning gases. Hei*e 
is a way for you to look right down 
into that space, an empty space with 
the flame surrounding it. 
Take a piece of wire netting, such as 
is used for AA’^indow screens or for mak­ 
ing strainers, and hold it doAvn over th® 
flame. 
It might be supposed, that the 
flame would rise through the meshes 
of the AVlre, but instead of doing that

it will spread, out beneath it, allOAvlng 
you to look doAvn the space in the mid­ 
dle. The reason is-that the AA'ire car­ 
ries the heat away so rapidly that the 
flame is put out. This principle Is used 
in the miner’s safety lamp. 
For your second experiment let the 
candle burn until the AVick is quite 
long, having placed it AA^here there is 
no draught. Noaa" blOAV the candle out, 
and a stream of smoke AVill rise from 
it. This smoke is the gas, the burning 
of Avhlch makes the flame. 
To show 
that it is gas put a lighted match to it 
immediately after bloAA'ing out the can­ 
dle, and it Avill Ignite and run dOAvn 
and relight tho candle. 
The jnatch 
should be held about half an inch 
above the AvIck, 
Again letting the candle burn until 
the AVlck is long, and quickly bloAvlng 
out the flame as before, hold the Avire 
gauze doAvn over tho AVick so that the 
smoke AVill rise through the meshes. 
Apply a lighted match to the smoke 
half an inch above the gau^e, and the 
gas of AVhich the smoke is composed 
AAill at once ignite, but the flame AA'ill 
not go beloAV the gauze, for the reason 
that has already been given. 
Still experimenting AVith that dark 
spot in tlie middle of the candle flame, 
take a good match and thrust the head 
of it into the spot. If you do it quickly 
enough the match Avill not ignite as it 
enters the flame, and Avhen it gets into 
the dark spot the head will melt. 
It 
Avill not light because there is- no air in 
the spot to make combustion. 
NoAr get a plate and bring it quickly 
dOAvn into the flame of the candle, and 
then raise it agaiJi, being very careful 
to keep it in a straight line, ui) and 
doAvn. 
You will find on the bottom of 
the plate a ring of spot, the centre be­ 
ing clear, because that part of tho 
flame leaves no deposit of soot. 
By 
using a lame plate and a sjnall candle 
you may make the outlines of a gro­ 
tesque face AA'ith rings of soot, one for 
each ey«, and for nosie and mouth, 
Avith a number of them crossed, and 
entagled at the top for the hair over 
the forehead.—New York Evening Mail,

MAUBIN, IN BURMA. 


In Number, Size and Virulent Ac 
tivity They Are Unsurpassed intht 
World-Fortress^Like Protection. 


Manbin, in Burma, says tho author 
of “The Silken East,” possesses its 
greatest claim to notice, or rather noto­ 
riety, in its populace of mosquitoes. 
These, in number, size and virulent 
activity, are unsurpassed in the world. 
One’s first Ausit to Maubin in tlie 
mosquito season is an experience, and 
to see them under tho flare of an elec­ 
tric light, coming oA^er the ship's sides 
in hordes, and occupying like an irre­ 
sistible army every fraction of its sur­ 
face; to seo them hanging in festoons 
from the Avhite awnings, the mosquito 
nets, the table linen and the punka 
flaps, and from every object on Avhich 
they can secure a footing, Is to have 
lived indeed. 
H oav to continue to live after the 
novelty of the spectacle has Avorn off 
is the definite problem of existence in 
Maubin. 
It is achioA’cd in the main 
by entrenching oneself .Avithin an iron 
fortress of fine mesh, 
A European house in Maubin is thiis 
a curiosity. Everj Avindow—and in the 
tropics there is an infinity of Avindo\A"S 
—is protected by sliding curtains of 
iron gauze; OA’ery ventilator under tho 
eaves, every open space betAVcen the 
room partitions and the roof—and for 
tho sake of air such spaces arc largo 
and frequent—is barred against in- 
A^asion by sheets of gauze. 
In some 
houses there Is a special room, a kind 
of inner citadel and last refuge, Avhich 
Is Avholly of iron gauze, and Avitbin it 
the master of the house sits like a van­ 
quished lion in a cage. 
To enter this fortress in advance of 
the enemy calls for the exercise of 
agility of a high order. Tho doors have 
springs, and are made to close the in- 
stant they are released. Outside them 
the light caA’alry of the enemy hovers 
in clouds. Tho man Avithin, this Eng­ 
lishman in his strange castle, observes 
your approach with furtive and anx­ 
ious ejes. He begs of you to bo care­ 
ful in entering. 
Immediately you en­ 
ter he falls Avith astonishing onslaught 
upon such of tho enemy as have como 
in on your back, in your hair, in the 
creases of your clothes.

At tho rate at which the unproVe* 
monts are being carried on at the ter­

There 
are to bo two .«vstems of tracks, one 
raised above the other, one system 
for suburban service and tho other for 
trains to distant points.

will al9o bo substituted for steam 
throughout the terminal. 
It may not be generally known that 
tho Now York Central lines constitute 
tho Water Level line connecting the 
East and the West.

Inspected Jail and Alms-House. 
Hon. Cadwallader Biddle and Senator 
George I. McLeod, members of the State 
Board of Charities, visited Gettysburg last 
Friday and Saturday and inspected the 
county jail and alma-house. Their tour 
of inspection began in June and, up to 
their arrival in Gettysburg had visited al­ 
most sixty institutions in the State. The> 
were unstinted in their praise of the man­ 
agement of the jail and the county home, 
and found everything in excellent condi­ 
tion.

radiated into the room.

Avhose lips there aAvaits a golden spoon. 
She simply had a gift for making small 
things daintily and effectively. 


KNITTING AS RECREATION. 


A prominent physician near Boston 
advocates knitting as an occupation 
esi^ecially suited to persons Avho, for a 
time, are equal to little exertion—men- 
tal or physical—and Avho find it truly 
hard work to sit in absolute idleness, 
says a Avriter in Good Housekeeping.

not necessary that the silver should 
be polished 
daily, 
and 
there Avero 
already more paper dolls in the house 
than th-e children could dress in a 
month. 
It was then that he learned 
from his mother the plain knitting 
Avhich has comforted so many women 
Avho "always Avant something in their 
hands." 
There Avas no counting of 
stitches necessary, and the monotony 
proved restful, Avhile the occupation 
was diA^erting. 
With hands busy on 
something to be used by his Avlfe, 
daughter, or eA'cn by the little girl's 
doll, he could roon listen to reading 
Avithout 
AA^earlness 
or 
impatience, 
EA'en noAv, fully recovered au<l busy 
vrith a large and varied practice, ho 
occasionally takes up knitting to rest, 
thus literally working out in action 
his theoiy, tl}at real recreation seldom 
comes 
to 
a 
naturally 
active 
man 
through absolute idleness. 
One of his 
patients—a boy 19 years old—Avho Avas 
stricken with paralysis several months 
ago, now knits Avith much interest, 
and finds the prescription of cheer»

HOW TO PLANT EVERGUEENS. 


ist—Any soil that will grow corn and 
vogotablos is suitable for evorgreons. 
LM—Dig holes largo, so that roots are 
not cro.wded, using top soil in bottom 
.)f holo and also arraui;lng tho roots 
:‘arofuIly, working the flne soil around 
jnd amon^' tho roots with your hand. 
Shake tho tree occasionally as the flil- 
ii]g is going on to sottlo the soil, at the 
5ame time raising tho tree to the de­ 
sired doptli. 
When the roots are well 
covered hold the tree upright and iirm 
^vhile you tread the soil very flrmly 
irouiul tho tree with your feet; when 
this is done you have a basin or holo 
iround tho tree that Avill hold ono-lialf 
to a pall full of Avater, according to 
ii'Ac of tree. Fill this basin Avith water, 
.ifter it is all soaked away—say in half 
in hour—iill in the basin with good 
moIloAV soil, which must be left loose 
not tramped. 
3d—Take your tree to place of plant­ 
ing, Avoil covered with wet moss and 
blankets, dipping each root in barrel 
rtr bucket of water just before the 
placing in hole.

8ih—Evergreen he<3ge—American ar- 
borvitae, sizes from ten to, eighteen 
inches, flfteen inches apart; eighteen 
to twenty-four inches, eighteen inches 
apart; two to three feet and larger, two 
feet; spruce, two to four foet apart, ac* 
cording to size. The above rules applj?
